Spectacles were invented tiuu years 


The use 01 glass to am the Biniit of lieicct 
ive eyes is, however, much oiuer. Xcr 
looked through a concave gin«s in watch 
ing the giadiatonal gaums, and man 
older historical men 01 his day wore ill 
pendent ou similar uevice.s for lungtueuiiif, 
their sight. Till the latter part of ih 
Thirteenth century only the single gin* 
was in use. 


In I'AJO the double glass was invented 


some say by Stilrino dcgii Aviuuti, otiiei 
by the monk, Alexander of Spina. 
In i h< 


Fourteenth century spectacles WITH usw 
quite frequently by the very wealthy an. 
high born, although they were; so scum 
timtihey were bequeathediu wilt w i t h ul 
the elaborate cure that marked the uispo 
sition of a feudal estate. The holy Antomir 
of Padua, who preached to the fishes wnei 
men refused to hear him, gave to the poor 
according to the legend, not only his elot he* 
but also his spectacles. 


The first spectacles, which were very ex 


pensive, were maiio in Italy. Soim-wlmi 
later the manufacture of cheaper glume 
sprang up in Holland, aud it spread late ii 
the Fourteenth century to Germany. Xurn 
berg and Rathenow acquired famo for Mieir 
jlaaseu between 1400 and 1500. For man 
years glasses were used only us means ol 
aiding bad eyes. First in Spain appoiirpi, 
the fashion of wearing glasses merely for 
the sake of wearing thorn. It spread nip 
idly to the rest of the continent and brought 
about the transformation of the old Thir- 
teenth century spectacles into eyeglasses 
and eventually into the monocle, "the cos- 
uonolitan trademark of the dandy.''—New
